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Rabin: 
No vote 
till PLO 
amends 
charter 

PM confident aid 
will continue

PRIME Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said yesterday that he would not 
agree to Palestinian elections 
until the PLO amends clauses in 
its charter calling for Israel's 
destruction, media reports said. 

Rabin was speaking to Israeli 
reporters accompanying him on 
his flight to the US, which 
arrived in California early yes- 

*i terday morning. 
v On the first day of his US visit, 
Rabin began making his public 

f ritch for maintaining the S3 bil¬ 
ion annual aid package from the 
US. A week after the Republican 
takeover of both houses of 
Congress, some believe the aid 
may be at risk. 

“We believe that in this period, 
when Israel takes risks for 
peace...Israel needs to be sup¬ 
ported,” Rabin told an AIPAC 
forum. 

“Whatever we get, call it 
FMS [foreign military sales] 
money, civilian [aid], the pur¬ 
pose is security. We pay back 
our debts,” he said. 

Commenting on the 
Republican landslide, Rabin said 
Israel, “noted the changes taking 
place, but we note that the basic 
needs,- basic interests...remain as 
they were.” 

Rabin noted that Israel had 
supplied the US with mine-clear¬ 
ing equipment during the Gulf 
War- 

Tank- shields used to remove 
Iraqi mines were dispatched to 
the Gulf during Operation Desert 
Storm after “they were requested 
urgently, by the US,” he said.. 

Rabin expressed confidence 
that..congressional support for 
Israel would, continue.^ . 

“Whatever the changes, as in 
) changes of presidency, we' saw 
the same line of thinking in the 
past,, and we’ll See It in the 
future,” he saidL 
Rabin is due to meet President 
Bill Clinton at the White House 
next Monday. Aides say he 
hopes to meet with members of 
the new Republican leadership, 
but with Congress still in recess, 
many of them will not' be in 
Washington at that time. 

Rabin later spoke before the 
; Jewish Federation Council, and 
stressed the importance of 
- Jewish youngsters visiting Israel. 

“Any system of Jewish educa- 
; tion here, without linking it to 
; the Israel experience, wul not 
: help you,” he said 

Following his remarks, federa- 
. tion leaders announced a 
$500,000 gift to the federation’s 
Israel Experience program, 

- which will fund trips to Israel for 
.-local Jewish youth. The gift 
came from the estate of the late 
federation leader, Allen Ziegler. 

Rabin was due to meet late yes¬ 
terday in Beverly Hills with 
leading movie actors and produc¬ 
ers who have publicly supported 
the peace process. The meeting 
was also aimed at encouraging 
investment in the Israeli film 
industry, consular officials said. 
Among the entertainers who . 
arrived at the meeting were - 
Warren Beatty, Richard Dreyfuss 
and Elizabeth Taylor. . 

Rabin was also due to receive a 
peacemaker award from the 
Ronald Reagan Library.

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Survey: Public buying fewer 
tomatoes while prices high 


A GALLUP poll has found that 19% 
of the public has completely stopped 
buying tomatoes as a result of their 
high price, whereas 25% have sig¬ 
nificantly cut their consumption. 

Twenty-one percent of the 350 
participants said they were continu¬ 
ing to buy tomatoes as usual. 

The survey was conducted on 
Tuesday, before Finance Minister 
Avraham Shohat called on the pub¬ 
lic to stop buying tomatoes. 

. Meanwhile, 90 percent of over 


2,000 people responding to a call-in 
survey on Israel Radio said they 
would be willing to abstain from 
eating tomatoes until the price 
drops. 

In Amman yesterday, an official 
said Jordanian and Israeli traders 
were trying to work out deals for 
exporting Jordanian tomatoes to 
IsraeL The first shipment of toma¬ 


toes is expected today, Channel 1 
reported last night 

The tomatoes will be the first 
Jordanian product imported here. 

Abdul-Rahmau Abu-Sneneh, mar¬ 
keting manager of the state-run 
Agricultural Marketing Corporation, 
said the government had issued per¬ 
mits for export but the two sides had 
still not agreed on prices and other 


terms. 

“If Jordanian exporters and Israeli 
importers reach a deal on the appro¬ 
priate price, we expect that 
Jordanian traders will export 150 
metric tons a day ,” he said. 

The shipments wonld be sent 
across the Jordan River bridge in the 
North. 

“If the Israeli market is in need of 
other agriculture items, the AMC is 
ready to issue licenses for those 
exports also” he said.

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LONDON (Renter) - Israel may have up to 200 
nuclear weapons and could be testing a cruise mis¬ 
sile, a US-based analyst said in Britain's Jane’s 
Intelligence Review. 

Harold Hough, who studied recent satellite 
images, said in the monthly magazine that Israel 
regarded its nuclear capability as a last resort if 
faced with annihilation. 

The nuclear weapons included gravity bombs, 
missil es, artillery shells, landmines and special 
demolition devices, the Arizona-based writer on 
satellite imagery and military issues said. 

“There is also evidence that Israel is testing a 
sea-launched cruise missile in order to add another 


facet to its nuclear deterrent,” Hough said after 
c h a rtin g bunker locations and production centers. 

Although many Israeli nuclear weapons are 
strategic, that is long-range, a large number are 
“purely tactical," according to Hough. 

He said the siting of these strategic missiles in 
the Judean foothills, a defensible area which would 
be the last to fall to an enemy, was evidence of a 
“last resort" policy. 

“This clearly signals that Israel does not consid¬ 
er the nuclear option to be a first-strike weapon but 
a last resort device that would only be used if the 
state of Israel is threatened with annihilation,” 
Hough said. 


He said a missile base near Kfar Zechary a, in the 
Beit Shemesh area, is toe home for Israel’s strate¬ 
gic nuclear deterrent 

Built in 2967, it is still undergoing expansion 
according to current satellite imagery, he said. 

To the southeast, a newer missile site was built 
in toe early 1980s to house Jericho II long-range 
missiles, he said. 

“Assuming one bunker per Jericho II nussde, 
toe site houses 50 nuclear-tipped missiles,” toe 
article said. 

Hough examined imagery produced over the last 
five years by commercial French and Russian 
satellites. 


Jordanians hora-fied by Israeli dancing

A GROUP of Israeli tourists, among 
the first to visit Jordan officially, 
caused an uproar at their hotel by 
dancing uninvited at a wedding, a 
newspaper said. 

Guests at the gala party on 
Monday were taken by surprise 
when Israelis entered the wedding 
hall and began dancing with toe rest 
of toe guests, the Al-Aswaq newspa¬ 
per said yesterday. 

“The singer welcomed them, 
sparking opposition from the guests 
in a development that could have 
led to a fight had it not been for toe 
interference of those who love 
peace,” it said. 

The Jerusalem Hotel in Amman, 
where the wedding took place, had 
no comment 

Some 600,000 Israelis are inter¬ 
ested in visiting Jordan tors year and 
almost half probably will, according 
to a survey conducted by the 
Institute for Spatial Analysis. 

The survey, by toe Institute’s 
Geographical Research Institute, 
beaded by Prot AviDagani and Dr. 
Rina Dagani, was conducted among 
a selected sample of 527 adult 
Israeli Jews..According to its find¬ 
ings, about 237,000 Israelis will 
probably visit Jordan during toe 
coming year. This is about the same 
number as visited Turkey last year. 

The survey also found that almost 
half of the Israeli population has no 
interest la visiting Jordan. Of these, 
23% said they were afraid or were 
insecure about toe Jordanians, while 
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An Israeli tourist waves at the end of of his toor of the ancient city of Jarash yesterday. 


17% said that they were uninterest¬ 
ed in visiting Jordan in particular ot 
any Arab state. Another 29% said 
that they had no plans to go any¬ 
where outside the country during 
toe coming year. 

Groups showing particular inter¬ 
est in going to Jordan included 


those with higher education, the 
secular, and those with above aver¬ 
age incomes. Fear or insecurity 
about traveling to Jordan was par¬ 
ticularly evident in the group with 
10 or less years of schooling and 
those with less than average 
income. 


Meanwhile., toe Jordanian news¬ 
paper Shihan reported that Israel 
ana Jordan will exchange diplomats 
on November 27. Political sources 
told the paper “The embassies will 
open and the ambassadors will take 
their places according to toe usual 
protocol.”

Islamic Jihad

THE Islamic Jihad has recruited 
more than 50 volunteers to cany 
out suicide attacks “in any place 
in which there are Jews,” a mem¬ 
ber of the group said yesterday. 

The group which calls itself toe 
“body bag gang,” said the Islamic 
Jihad member, who spoke to the 
Second Channel in the Gaza Strip. 

He wore a white satin robe and 
hood, and was flanked by three 
others dressed the sarte way. 

“There is a group of more than 
50 men who have sworn to fight, 
even at the price of their lives,” he 
said. “Every.-school or hospital 
inside IsraeL any place in which 
there are Jews, is a target for a sui¬ 
cide action.” (AP ) 

Rajoub said that if Abu Khmeid 
returned to Jericho he wonld be put 
on trial, “not for this reason but 
because he has committed many 
other mistakes, like causing quar¬ 
rels among people in Ramallah,” 
he said. 

Knesset Interior Committee 
chairman Yehoshua Matza (Likud) 
called on Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to demand the immediate 
handover of wanted men who grad¬ 
uated from the security service - 
course. Matza said the DOP had 
turned Jericho into a sanctuary for 
murderers. 

Police Minister Moshe Shahal 
plans to recommend to Rabin that 
IDF troops be ordered to arrest 
wanted men serving in the 
Palestinian security service so they 
can stand trial for murder.

they should be brought to trial, 
without any tricks.” 

Environment Minister Yossi 
Sarid said: “Recruiting undesir¬ 
ables and wanted individuals into 
the Palestinian security service is a 
very serious mistake on the part of 
the Palestinian Authority.” 

Regarding toe speech by Fahed, 
Sarid said, “The agreement is 
based on good faith and almost 
every day we hear provocations 
which hurt this faith.” 

Palestinians said that such 
expressions were a habit, from the 
days when Palestinian aggression 
was aimed at Israel, while new slo¬ 
gans have not yet been invented. 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat, 
who at “independence day” cele¬ 
brations Tuesday described Israel 
as “the enemy” and corrected him¬ 
self, yesterday made similar 
remarks at al-Azhar University in 
Gaza without mentioning “the 
enemy.”

The Arab League established 
toe Damascus-based Boycott Office 
in May 1951, to monitor toe ban. 

All economic contacts with Israel 
were b ann ed and companies which 
had dealings with it were blacklist¬ 
ed in the Arab world- 

Knwait and its partners in the 
Gulf Cooperation Council - Saudi 
Arabia, Qatar, the United Arab 
Emirates, Bahrain and Oman - have 
dropped the secondary boycott

Sheik Saud’s remarks, however,

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B’tselem: Interrogators 
routinely torture prisoners 


THE B’tselem human rights 
group yesterday argued that 
General Security Service interro¬ 
gators must not be allowed to use 
more force to combat growing 
terror attacks, since torture is al¬ 
ready routinely employed during 
such questioning. 

The ministers' committee on 
GSS matters met two weeks ago to 
broaden the scope of the 1987 
Landau Commission recommen¬ 
dations, which permitted the use 
of “moderate physical force” in 
interrogating suspects who may 
know about planned terror 
attacks. 

But at a press conference, 
B’tselem said additional mea¬ 
sures are unnecessary because 
"torture was already routinely 
employed prior to the recentiy 
expanded license granted to GSS 
interrogators.” 

Yizhar Be’er, the director of 
B’tselem. acknowledged that 
there are special situations when

interrogators are racing against a 
deadline to prevent murder, as in 
the kidnapping of Sgt. Nahshon 
Wachsman last month. “In ex¬ 
traordinary circumstances the le¬ 
gal system has the means to deal 
with the situation,” he said. 

However, he said, “The gov¬ 
ernment is seeking a legal um¬ 
brella which will allow the inter¬ 
rogator to use his own judgment 
when applying torture. TTiis is 
extraordinarily dangerous." 

The Landau Commission had 
said that “pressure must not at¬ 
tain the degree of physical tor¬ 
ture or brutality or cause severe 
harm to [the prisoner's] dignity 
that deprives him of his human¬ 
ity. But application of the com¬ 
mission’s recommendations have 
resulted in the opposite of its in¬ 
tentions,” B’tselem wrote, in a 
report presented at the press 
conference. 


The report was based on inter¬ 
views with nine prisoners and sev¬ 
eral GSS agents, including seven 
recently released prisoners who 
were interrogated but never 
charged. They show that the inter¬ 
rogators try to wear down prison¬ 
ers by using insults, threats, and 
sleep and food deprivation. 

Common punishments include 
putting sacks over prisoners’ 
heads, tying them up in painful, 
positions, giving severe blows, 
forcing them to exercise, and ex¬ 
posing them to extreme cold and 
heat, B’tseiem charged. 

“The repeated claim that pres¬ 
sure was used ...to prevent mur¬ 
derous attacks is a mere pretext” 
in the nine cases examined in the 
report, B’tselem said.

Wachsman’s father says testimony 
of Hamas man raises questions 


MEDIA reports indicating that Nahshon Wachs¬ 
man’s kidnappers would have kept him alive for 10 
days while negotiating for prisoner releases may 
mean “that there are a lot of questions to ask, his 
father. Yehuda Wachsman, said yesterday. 

He was responding to testimony from Jihad Yagh- 
mour; 27, of eastern Jerusalem, an accomplice of 
Wachsman’s three kidnappers, that was published in 
Yediol Aharonot and Maariv yesterday. 

Yaghmour was arrested before the October 14 
attempt by the IDF to free Wachsman. According to 
the reports, the information he provided was crucial 
to the operation. The three kidnappers were killed in 
the raid. 

The transcript was released after state prosecutors 
used it Tuesday to fight a High Court appeal against 
an army order to seal the homes of the kidnappers 
families. 

The Justice Ministry confirmed that the transcript 
published in the newspapers was correct. 

Y aghm our reportedly said that the kidnappers, 
whom he allegedly helped by renting a van for the 


October 9 abduction, “told me that they had mtend¬ 
ed to drag out the negotiations for 10 days. If their 
conditions were met, they would release the soldier. 

“Their plan was for me to take the soldier to a 
central road and then contact police and tell them 
where to find him," once prisoners were freed, he 
added. 

The Hamas kidnappers had demanded the release 
of dozens of activists and key movement leaders, 
including its founder. Sheikh Ahmed Yassin, who is 
serving a life sentence for ordering Arab collabora¬ 
tors killed. ^ 

Yehuda Wachsman told Army Radio that what 
Yaghmour is quoted as saying, “definitely means they 
wanted to negotiate. And if this was known before the 
action, that they wanted to drag the negotiations on for 
10 days, there are a lot of questions to ask.”

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THE. Israeli-Palestinian Joint 
Economic Committee yesterday 
agreed on procedures that will en¬ 
able the Palestinian Authority to 
issue import permits, including for 
car imports to Gaza and Jericho, 
the Treasury reported. 

The joint committee, headed by 
Treasury budget director David 
Brodet and Palestinian Authority 
Ministry of Trade and Economic 
Development director-general 
Amin Hadad, met yesterday to 
discuss issues that have arisen in 
the process of implementing the 
economic accord between the two 
sides. 

In addition to the import per¬ 
mits, the sides reviewed outstand¬ 
ing matters in the areas of agricul- 
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tufe, health, income taxes and 
Value Added Taxes. 

They decided to establish an ag¬ 
riculture subcommittee that will 
clarify Palestinian import policy. 
The subcommittee is expected to 
report on its work within three 
weeks. Moreover, in two to three 
weeks, there wfll be a general dis¬ 
cussion on agricultural trade and 
vegetation protection rules. 

The sides agreed that the Pales¬ 
tinians will be entitled to issue im¬ 
port licenses for. medicines that 
are included in Israel's authorized 
list. In case the Palestinians want 
to import medicines not included 
in the list, the health subcommit- 
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tee. will review foe request. . 

Also, Israel agreed to fink the 
West Bank to its tax computer 
data service when the Palestinians 
assume responsibility for.collect¬ 
ing income taxes there. Israel also 
offered to reestablish the link with 
Gaza, which was cut in June.

Golan residents seek support in US against pullout 


THE Golan Residents 
Committee is trying to enlist the 
support of Jewish communities in 
the US for its campaign to keep 
the region under Israeli 
sovereignty. 

A three-member delegation 
from the committee is currently 
in the US and is due to partici¬ 
pate in the Council of Jewish 
Federations annual General As¬ 
sembly being held in Denver this 
week. 

“The aim is to explain the posi¬ 
tion to members of foe Jewish 
communities in America and try 
to get their support, both morally 
and financially, for our cam- 
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paign," said committee spokes¬ 
man Uri Heitner. 

“The Jewish communities, es¬ 
pecially in America, have a great 
deal of interest in- what is hap¬ 
pening in Israel and have an in¬ 
fluence on governments hqre. 
They also have some influence 
with US politicians," be said. 

Heitner said the delegates 
from the committee were also 
visiting communities in New 
York, Los Angeles, Miami and 
Chicago, to try to increase sup¬ 
port worldwide for the campaign 
to keep the Golan. 


In the meantime, more than 
200 immigrants, mainly from the 
former Soviet Union, have 
signed a petition calling on Rabin 
“not to take away our home¬ 
land." 

The immigr&nts, all residents 
of Katzrin on the Golan, said in 
their petition that the region had 
become their home, where they 
wanted to live, work, raise.their 
fami lies and serve the country. 

The petition, organized by Na¬ 
hum Barkski, who has been liv¬ 
ing in Katzrin for the past five 
years, also urged Rabin to meet 
with them so they discuss the sit¬ 
uation.

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‘Jerusalem city workers 
keep it all in the family’ 


NEARLY 28 percent of Jerusalem municipal 
employees are related to other dty employees, 
and more than half of those hired in the past 
three years have lied about having relatives 
working for the dty, according to the dty comp¬ 
troller’s report, released yesterday. 

The comptroller, retired judge Ud Sivan, not¬ 
ed that, except in specific cases, the hiring of 
someone related to another dty employee re¬ 
quires a spedal permit from the city’s director of 
human resources. 

The comptroller specifically recommended 
that his findings on the division that builds reli¬ 
gious buildings be referred to the police. 

He noted that the director of this division had 
employed his daughter for four years - at an 
average salary of NIS 7,600 a month - to con¬ 
duct research on the need for synagogues in 


various dty neighborhoods. The director (fid not 
tell anyone he was hiring his daughter, and he 
determined her salary and working conditions. 

The comptroller also found that decisions re¬ 
garding funding the construction of religious in¬ 
stitutions were not made according to any objec¬ 
tive criteria. 

In most cases. Sivan said, “the setting of 
priorities was linked to a-personal relationship 
with someone in the division, or to agreements 
or compromises made in an attempt to assure a 
‘balance’ between the various religious 
streams." 

The city's control committee, which reviewed 
the comptroller’s findings, said in its response 
that, while the comptroller’s data on the hiring of 
relatives may be technically correct, a large part 
of the those who are relatives are employed at 


very low-level jobs, like cleaning and 
maintenance. 

The comptroller also criticized Mayor Ehud 
Olmert for ordering city workers not to show the 
comptroller various documents relating to a loan 
guarantee the dty had given a teachers' institute. 
Sivan noted that the order was illegal, and Ol- 
men reissued the order even after this was point¬ 
ed out to him. 

In response, Olmert noted that be had, era the 
advice of the rity’s legal adviser, turned over the 
documents in question to Sivan’s office, but that 
Swan never mentioned that in his report. "This 
is evidence of his lack of trustworthiness, but this 
is nothing new,” Olmert said. 

Sivan also complained in the report that the 

budget for his office had been cut by 28 % in real

Beilin: Arafat should 
be invited to Auschwitz 
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IT is in Israel’s interest for PLO 
^Chairman Yasser Arafat to come 
’ to Auschwitz for the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the death camp’s liberation 
so the Arab world will -learn about 
the Holocaust which it prefers to 
deny. Deputy Foreign Minister 
Yossi Beilin said yesterday. 

Beilin, replying to a parliamen¬ 
tary query by Labor MK Avigdor 
Kahalani, said Israel had not been 
asked by the Polish government 
whether or not to invite Arafat. 
He added, however, that “it. 
would be a mistake on our part to 
tell Poland that Arafat should not 
be there.” 

Beilin said Poland had consid¬ 
ered-inviting Arafat not as a head 
of 'state but as a winner of the 
Nobel Peace Prize. Israel opposes 
any hints at Palestinian statehood 
and the Foreign Ministry has or¬ 
dered its ambassadors in 80 coun¬ 
tries which recognized the Pales¬ 
tinian “state" not to have any 
contact with the PLO ambassa¬ 
dors there, he continued. 

Beilin added, however, that the. 
Jewish people were confronting a 
worldwide campaign of Holocaust 
denial. This included the Arab 
world which had traditionally re¬ 
fused to acknowledge the Holo- 


ing Egypt, to screen Schindlers 
List. 

"Recognition of the fact of the 
Holocaust would be an indirect 
admission of Israel’s right to ex¬ 
ist," Beilin explained. 

Likud MK Dov Shilansky re¬ 
torted: "Arafat will go to Ausch¬ 
witz to learn from his teacher, Hit¬ 
ler, bow to destroy us." 

Batsheva Tsur adds: 

The organization of “Mengele 
Twins,” survivors of the deadly 
tests run on twin children in 
Auschwitz, have expressed their 
opposition to a visit by Arafat, to 
the death camp. 

At an emergency meeting in Tel 
Aviv of almost all the survivors 
living in Israel, the twins an¬ 
nounced their intention of attend¬ 
ing the ceremonies to mark the 
50th anniversary of the liberation 
of Auschwitz. Bnt they also ex¬ 
pressed their outrage at the invita¬ 
tion to Arafat reportedly extend¬ 
ed by Polish Premier Lech 
Walensa. 

"That man and the organization 
he heads have no place at such a 
ceremony. Even in the cold and 
calculating world of public rela¬ 
tions and politics, there are certain 
lines that cannot be crossed.” said

Record number of Israelis 
granted Canadian citizenship 
on political asylum grounds 
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CANADA has granted citizenship 
on the basis of political asylum to 
almost as many Israelis in the past 
half year as it has in the previous 
four years. Deputy Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Yossi Bettia told the Knesset 
yesterday. 

He said Israeli representatives 
raise the issue with Canadian au¬ 
thorities almost every day, but 
added that he was pessimistic 
about a change in policy because 
the appeals are heard by a non¬ 
governmental public committee. - 

In response to. a parliamentary 
query by Likud MK David Mena, 
Beilin said that between January 
and June of tins year, 268 immi¬ 
grants originally hailing from the 


former Soviet Union had been 
granted Canadian citizenship after 
claiming they had suffered politi¬ 
cal discrimination in Israel. 

Ibis figures compares with a to¬ 
tal of 297 requests granted in the 
past four years. 

There has also been a sharp in¬ 
crease in the proportion of re¬ 
quests granted. The public com¬ 
mittee granted almost 50 percent 
of the requests in the first half of 
1994, compared with just over 10 
percent in the previous four years. 

Beilin added that the policy of 
the committee was insulting to Isra¬ 
el but it should be kept in mind that 
it also granted citizenship to alleged 
political refugees from the US. 


Masorti movement asks Rabin 
not to sign regulations that 
could endanger ministry funding 
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THE: Masorti movement 
yesterday -appealed to Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, who 
holds the Religious Affairs 
portfolio, not tp sign a set of 
regulations which the movement 
fears are intended to deprive it of 
ministry funding. 

The subsidies, which are to go 
to the Ntasorti (Conservative) 
and Reform movements in ac¬ 
cord with a ruling of the High 
Court of Justice last year, were to 
be accorded only under para¬ 
graph het - listing supplementary 
religious education — of the crite¬ 
ria for ministry funding of public 
institutions. 

However, the ministry recent¬ 
ly established another category, 
hef-one, which included most of 


the activities for which the non- 
Orthodox movements had sought 
subsidies. 

In a letter to Rabin, attorney 
Renato Yarach, representing the 
Masorti movement, said that the 
movement feared that the estab¬ 
lishment of the new paragraph 
was intended as a ruse tb use a 
technicality toevade an agree¬ 
ment between the ministry and 
the movement which was 
reached under the aegis of the 
High Court. 

“I have no doubt that if we 
again go to the High Court of 
Justice we will again win, but we 
would like to avoid the delay and 
irritation this involves,” said 
Rabbi Ebud Bandel, spokesman 
for Israel’s Masorti Movement.

SECULAR coalition and opposi¬ 
tion MKs joined forces against the 
government and religious MKs to 
approve in preliminary reading a 
bill aimed at keeping Jerusalem's 
Bar-Ilan Street open on Shabbat. 

The bill, initiated by MK Eman¬ 
uel Ziss man (Labor), would pre¬ 
vent local authorities from closing 
arteries without permission from 
the Knesset Interior Committee. 
According to current law, the lo¬ 
cal council may close streets in 
conjunction with the police. 

Recently, Eliezer Strum, head 
of a special panel appointed by the 
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Jerusalem Municipality to find a 
solution to the controversy over 
Bar-Ilan Street, suggested closing 
it during Shabbat prayer services. 

Although Zissman proposed the 
legislation before Strum's an¬ 
nouncement, be made it dear that 
his bill would prevent die dosure of 
the road, which skirts haredi neigh¬ 
borhoods on either ride in linking 
the main entrance to Jerusalem 
with secular neighborhoods. 

“I declare that I, together with 
other MKs and residents of the 


dty, will under no circumstances, 
even if we have to bring out 
masses of people to demonstrate, 
allow the city to be shut down and 
harm the fragile and delicate fab¬ 
ric of life in Jerusalem,” he said. 

Zissman added that the recom¬ 
mendation of the committee as 
presented by Strum “ignores the 
dangerous dynamics of such pro¬ 
nouncements. Isn't it clear that 
such a decision will deal a fatal 
blow to the Bar-Ilan thoroughfare 
and lead to its eventual closure?” 


Transport Minister Yisrael Kes- 
sar argued that there was no point 
in transferring the issue of street 
closures for political reasons from 
the munidpality to the Knesset. 
However, a senior coalition 
source said the haredi parties had 
put massive pressure on the gov¬ 
ernment to oppose the legislation. 

Supporters of Zissman's bill in¬ 
cluded Yehoshua Matza and Dan 
Tichon (Likud) and Esther Salmo- 
yitz (Yi’ud). Rafi Edri (Labor) 
joined Kessar and Finance Minis¬ 
ter Avraham Shohat in voting with 
the bare dim.

SARAJEVO (AP) - UN officials 
said yesterday that government 
forces appeared to be bogging 
down in their attempt to stretch 
Bosnian Serb combat lines before 
winter sets in. 

Fighting continued in the Biiiac 
region of northwest Bosnia, where 
Serbs have retaken territory cap¬ 
tured by government soldiers in 
recent weeks. 

While front lines appeared to 
have changed little, the United 
Nations reported a new element: 
Fifteen to 20 truckloads of rebel 
Moslems crossed into northwestern 
Bosnia from Croatia, likely as 
backup for the Serb fighters. 

Government soldiers took control 
of the Bihac pocket after topping 
rebel Moslem leader Fikret Abdic 
in August, sending his supporters 
fleeing into Serb-held parts of 
Croatia. Abdic has Bosnian Serb 
support. 

UN spokesman Ll Col. Tim 
Spicer in Sarajevo said government 
attacks that began late last month 
may have run their course for the 
time being. 

Plans that are not well-coordinat¬ 
ed may face a shortage of ammuni¬ 
tion and other supplies, he said. 
“What we are seeing now is a gen¬ 
eral slowing of military activity.”" 
Spicer said. 

Cold and snow are likely to limit 
military movements during winter, 
which already is felt in parts of 
billy Bosnia. Government soldiers 
apparently have been trying to cap¬ 
ture. positions they can hold 
throughout winter and use as a 
springboard for attacks in the 
spring. 

They captured hundreds of square 
kilometers of territory in northwest 
Bosnia, and in a coordinated attack 
with Croat allies, took the Serb- 
held town of Kupres about 100 
kilometers northwest of Sarajevo in 
central Bosnia. 

Fighting is continuing north of 
Kupres, and in northeast Bosnia 
where a platoon of 30-40 Bosnian 
Serbs apparently have oeen trapped 
by government soldiers. Battles 
also were reported around an 
important road to the heart of gov¬ 
ernment-held territory in north-cen¬ 
tral Bosnia. 

While government soldiers still 
are trying to make gains in those 
areas, they have been unable to 
hold what they took in the north¬ 
west Serbs have rolled government 
forces back toward Bihac, a UN-

Boris Yeltsin held a summit with 
President Bill Clinton in 
Washington and declared relations 
between the two superpowers had 
never been smoother.

DUBLIN (AP) - Fighting for the life 
of his government on a confidence 
vote.

But he returned to the house yester¬ 
day evening to say no new informa¬ 
tion had been found. 

Debate on a confidence motion was 
again postponed with the future of 
Reynolds’ 2-year-old government 
still in the balance. 

Reynolds earlier told Parliament, “I 
will have that information, but I 
haven’t got it to lead off this debate." 
Parliament then adjourned until later 
in the afternoon. 

News reports suggested the gov¬ 
ernment may have some new disclo¬ 
sures regarding the appointment of 
the former attorney general, Harry 
Whelehan, as president of the High 
Court That is the issue which has 
fractured the coalition between 
Reynolds’ Fianna Fail party and the 
Labor Party led by Deputy Prime 
Minister Dick Spring 

Opposition leaders were furious at 
rumors that the two parties were 
nearing a deal to keep the govern¬ 
ment in office. 

“It seems to me we are dealing with 
one of the most sleazy events in Irish 


tlitical history,” said Proinsias de 
leader of the small 
Democratic Left party. 

John Bruton, leader of Fine Gael, 
the main opposition party, said he 
was in position to lead off the debate 
because “it is clear that the (prime 
minister) is going to make quite a 
bizarre speech." 

Reynolds had said the new infor¬ 
mation would be in response to a 
query from the fine Gael party's 
chief whip, Enda Kenny. Kenny 
asked Reynolds how he could have 
assured the House on Tuesday that 
there bad been no outside pressure in 
handling the case of -the Rev. 
Brendan Smyth, a Catholic priest 
wanted for child sexual abuse in 
Northern Ireland. 

The government had appeared 
doomed on Tuesday after Labor law¬ 
makers said they bad not been satis¬ 
fied with Reynolds' explanation of 
why the attorney general’s office had 
taken no action on the request for 
seven months. 

Reynolds promised a shake up of 
the attorney general's office but be 
said Wbelehan was not personally 
guilty of any wrongdoing. Labor 
walked out of the Cabinet on Friday 
when Reynolds forced the appoint¬ 
ment through, and Whelehan was 
sworn in on Tuesday.

The president's comments, carried 
by the official press, were made dur¬ 
ing a cabinet meeting yesterday.

Baghdad newspapers said Saddam 
was reacting to US ambassador to the 
United Nations Madeleine Albright's 
accusation that he spends lavishly on 
palaces and presidential retreats 
while ordinary Iraqis suffer under 
four-year-old trade sanctions. 

Albright produced satellite pictures 
of what she said were palaces and 
grand houses being built m Iraq. 

A report in the New York Times 
said a finny of construction was 
expected to triple the number of resi¬ 
dences for Iraq’s elite and incloded

House. 

“We shall go on infuriating them 
(the United States and other enemies) 
with additional building, construe-, 
tion, culture and science, day after 1 
day...(until) our enemies die of grief, 
rancour and anguish,” Saddam said.

He said none of the palaces were 
owned by “Saddam Hussein.”

T HE new buzzword in fash¬ 
ion is BIG. 

Local fashion designers 
and manufacturers have suddenly 
concluded that large women do 
not necessarily want to walk 
around in tents and caftans. They 
want styles similar to those creat¬ 
ed for their slhnmer sisters. 

In the US and some parts of 
Europe, garment-industry mavens 
long ago realized that large wom¬ 
en represented a large market and 
geared production lines accord¬ 
ingly. 

But, though they, added variety 
to large-size lines, what they pro¬ 
duced donld hardly be called 
fashion. ■ - - ■ 

In this country, where manufac¬ 
turers were slower to cater to the 
tbem..large women were forced to. 
go to private dressmakers or to 
buy maternity clothes. 

But’all that is changing. Large 



women no longer feel frustrated 
when they leaf through. Vogue, 
EUe , Harper’s Bazaar or Mira- 
belkL They know that most of the 
designs featured will be emulated, 
with variations, in their sizes. 

Though not the first to consider 
the needs of the larger woman, 
Matun Li (“it suits me") is in the 
forefront of large-sized fashion. 

Matim Li operates 15 stores na¬ 
tionwide, with more on the draw¬ 
ing board, offering the latest fash¬ 
ion trends in all categories of 
outerwear for women sized 44 to 
60. 

Notwithstanding the extra fab¬ 
ric needed for large sizes, the 
prices compare favorably with 
those of garments in smaller sizes. 

Pants are priced at NIS 75 to 
NIS 108; blouses, NIS 90 to 
NIS 199; knitwear, NIS 160 to 
NIS 250; skirts, NIS 100 to 
NIS 180; and coats from NIS 300. 


Safety firm promises end to slipups

T HERE'S no place like home 
- for accidents. Slippery 
floors and bathtubs are two 
places where accidents can be 
prevented. 

. National Safety Center (Mercaz 
Artzi Lebetihui), a private firm de¬ 
spite its official-sounding name, is 

importing two liquid anti-skid 
treatments: SlipStop for floors 
and Standfast for tubs and show¬ 
ers. Both are produced by Slip- 
Stop of Nottingham, England. 

The prime potential customers 
for SlipStop floor treatment are 
the managements of public places, 
in particular the new shopping 
malls. 

“The situation in many malls is 
catastrophic, because architects 
are concerned mainly with ap¬ 
pearance [rather than safety].” 
company general manager Ami 
Molad said at a recent news 
conference. 

The center shares a building 
with Tel Aviv's new fire station, 
near the Reading Power Station. 

Malls and other public places 
want their floors treated not only 
to help prevent visitors from fall¬ 
ing, but also to protect themselves 
against lawsuits in the event of 
falls. 

There is, as yet. no national 
standard here for the allowable 
degree of slipperiness of floors in 
shopping malls, although there is 
for public dining balls and for 
paved surfaces around swimming 
pools. 

Ordinary terrazzo (mosaic tile) 
floors in private homes are unlike¬ 
ly to be slippery enough to require 
SlipStop, its distributor says. But 
homes with marble or ceramic tile 
floors may be candidates for 
treatment. 

For NIS 200 plus VAT, the Na¬ 
tional Safety Center checks home 
and business floors for slipperi¬ 
ness with a friction-testing device. 

The device imitates the action 
of a shoe on a wet floor and gives a 
printout of the friction coefficient, 
an indicator of how slippery a sur¬ 
face is. 

The safety limit is 0.5, according 
to official German and British 
standards. Anything significantly 
below this figure is dangerous. 
Many malls in the country, before 
treatment, measured 0.2 to 0.3, 
the center reports. 

“We bring the friction coeffi¬ 
cient up to 0.6 or 0.7 without 
banning the glossy appearance of

the floor,” general manager Mo¬ 
lad said. 

The professional SlipStop treat¬ 
ment runs NIS 20 to NIS 25 per 
square meter, including VAT. 
The nonslipperiness factor is guar¬ 
anteed for five years - provided 
the floor is not washed with chlo¬ 
rine bleach ( economika ) or other 
acids, which neutralize the effect. 

Any home, says the safety cen¬ 
ter. could benefit from the antislip 
treatment for the enamel surface 
of bathtubs. 

The firm sells the 125-ml. bottle 
of StandFast liquid for NIS 70. 
enough for a single tub. It is also 
intended for the enamel trays of 
shower stalls. 

Standfast for tubs and shower 
trays is sold for do-it-yourself ap¬ 
plication, with instructions in He¬ 
brew. Mercaz Artzi’s spokeswom¬ 
an Oranit Kedar, who is English 
speaking, can supply the original 
English instructions orally or in 
writing upon request. 

Applying Standfast is not diffi¬ 
cult, but you must be extremely 
careful and wear rubber gloves. 
The wanting on the English label 
says: “Very toxic by inhalation, in 
contact with skin or if swallowed; 
causes severe burns." 

The label also says: “Only for 
use by personnel trained and ap¬ 
proved by SlipStop." Tubs or 
shower stalls which have been 
treated with Standfast cannot be 
cleaned with chlorine bleach, but 


it is permissible to use nonscratch 
scouring creams. 

To order a slipperiness test or 
the liquid for bathtubs, contact 
National Safety Center, POB 
48441, Tel Aviv 61484, tel. (03) 
699-1188, or fax (03) 699-1137.

Watermans will sell here for be¬ 
tween NIS 60 and NIS 1.800. The 
most expensive available here is 
the new Edson, the only fountain 
pen in the world guaranteed 
against Leakage at high altitudes. 
It was specially designed to com¬ 
pensate for changes in pressure. 

The Edson has a striking trans¬ 
lucent blue body with gold trim. 
All Waterman pens come with a 
lifetime guarantee against me¬ 
chanical failure. 

The local service company. El- 


gan. will repair any Waterman 
purchased here or abroad. There 
is a charge for broken parts, unless 
there is a defect, in which case the 
part or the whole pen will be re¬ 
placed for free. 

Pens can be sent in a padded 
envelope by registered mail to El- 
gan, 20 Eliahu Eytan Street, New 
Industrial Zone. Rishon Lezion 
tel. (03) 962-5S92. 

Worldwide, Waterman sells an 
equal number of fountain pens 
and ballpoints. The fountain pens 
are designed to work with ink car¬ 
tridges, but can be convened to 
use old-fashioned bottled ink. 

The most expensive models, 
which are not being imported, cost 
thousands of dollars. Models 
made especially for women; in¬ 
cluding the graceful Lady Agathe, 
come without a pocket clip, but 
with a matching cover to protect 
the pen in a handbag. 

Watermans will be sold here at 
stationery shops and office-supply 
stores. 

Several antique Watermans 
were on display at the Tel Aviv 
Hilton for the brand's launching 
party. One was a large, fat pen 
from the 1920s, known as the Pro¬ 
hibition model because people 
filled it with liquor instead of ink.

MY FAVORITE fruit has always 
been the red raspberry, plentiful 
in the Ohio and Indiana summers 
of my childhood, but virtually un¬ 
known here - at least until last 
week. Fresh frozen raspberries 
are now available here under 
France"s O’Frutti label. 

Each berry is a gem, as indeed 
it should be. The price is an in¬ 
credible NIS 35.25 per 400-gram 
box. You get a lot of berries per 
box, but I found them a bit too 
sour. 

Only a little more reasonable 
are the mixed berries (labeled 
“red fruits” in English), 
NIS 25.99 for 400 grams. Priced at 
NIS 23.99 are the blueberries and 
the mixed fruits (pineapple, kiwi, 
grapes, peaches, apricots and 
pears).

O N a recent visit to Kibbutz 
Nahshon I noticed an en¬ 
terprising member using 
an ancient Puch moped to haul a 
homemade wagon in which he had 
built seats for his three children. 

The kibbutz plumber, who has 
to travel along the narrow foot¬ 
paths between the houses, bad 
built a toolbox into the sidecar of a 
1948 BSA motorcycle. The elec¬ 
trician rode in what is known as a 
“Rickshaw,” a three-wbeeled 
scooter once made by Vespa. 

I bad come to Nahshon to at¬ 
tend a demonstration of a modem 
solution for kibbutzniks'* transport 
needs. 

It coold belp all fanners, as well 
as workers in certain big factories, 
sport fields and nurseries - any¬ 
where a limited load must be 
transported on narrow paths and 
unsurfaced ground. 

This workhorse is called a 
“Mule.” Made by the giant Japa¬ 
nese Kawasaki conglomerate, it is 
2,845 mm. long and 1,460 mm. 


wide, a combination macro-truck, 
tractor and what is known over¬ 
seas as an all-terrain-vehicle 
(ATV). known here as a 
troctoron. 

THE MULE seats two people in a 
comfortable, open compartment. 
Presumably, the owners will affix 
canvas or plastic sheets on the 
overhead safety cage for outdoor 
work in wet weather. 

Behind the seat, there's a 1310 
mm. x 1.175 mm. flatbox. 250 
mm. off the ground. The box has a 
tailgate and the vehicle can be fit¬ 
ted with a hydraulic lifting system. 
It's like a toy dump truck. 

The Mule's operation is compa¬ 
rable to that of a car without a 
clutch. Press the electric starter 
(there’s a choke for cold morn¬ 
ings), select forward or reverse 
mode on the gear shift, step on the 
gas and off you go. 

It has all the accessories of a 
tractor or an advanced four-wheel 
drive automobile to get you across 
rough ground. 

You can switch from two- to 
four-wheel-drive and lock the dif¬ 
ferential to prevent one wheel 
from slipping. There's a high and 
low mode to supply the correct 
torque for any situation. 

I sailed through patches of deep 
mud and slippery sand and the car 
never felt like it would get stuck. 
With its 3.4-meter turning circle, it 
maneuvers with ease in small 
spaces. The supple springs made 
for a comfortable ride on all rug¬ 
ged. unsurfaced ground. 
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The Kawasaki Mule Is a workhorse of a vehicle. Part ATV, 
tractor and truck, it can handle a wide range of terrains. 


The Mule is also equipped with 
low-pressure tires and two differ¬ 
entials. a combination which re¬ 
duces wheel imprint on grass. The 
liquid-cooled V-twin four-stroke 
engine produces a minimum of vi¬ 
bration or noise. 

The Mule, however, is more 
than merely an advanced rickshaw 
or “gofer” vehicle. It can be fitted 
with accessories such as a power 
take-off and hydraulic outlets 
which allow it to do some of the 
work of a regular small tractor. 

Many private farmers who need 
a vehicle for rough and unpaved 
terrain where cars and tractors 
have their limitations currently 


buy one of the large range of troc- 
torons on the local market. 

THERE IS a valid reason, 
though, for preferring the Mule to 
a tracroron - safety. 

Tractoron riding has become a 
sport in many parts of the world. 
However, tractorons can easily 
overturn, especially if driven by 
reckless, unskilled riders. 

It does more harm than good to 
fit roll bars or safety cages to the 
tractorons. Experiments in the US 
have shown that the high, extra 
weight upsets the balance and in¬ 
creases the tendency to roll. A 
driver, apparently, must know 


how to jump from the seat at the 
moment of danger, but this takes 
practice. 

During the past two years, more 
than 10 people have been killed 
here while driving tractorons, 
nearly all of them the children of 
kibbutzniks, moshavniks or pri¬ 
vate farmers. The temptation to 
race or do complicated maneuvers 
on bumpy roads on daddy's trac¬ 
toron was just too great. 

The youngsters aren’t the only 
ones at fault. Only recently 1 saw a 
middle-aged man raring at about 
60 kph through urban streets on a 
tractoron with his young son on 
the seat behind him. For the re¬ 
cord, it’s illegal to drive a trac¬ 
toron on the highway and to cany 
passengers. 

Hie Mule, on the other hand, is 
a sedate vehicle with a maximum 
speed of 45 kph. Anybody over 
the age of 16 who has a valid trac¬ 
tor license may drive it on a high¬ 
way. A growing number of safety 
experts say tractorons should be 
used solely for sport, but under 
strict supervision on suitable 
tracks. 

The Mule is marketed here by 
Metro, which is also the local deal¬ 
er for Kawasaki motorcycles and 
Sa nyang mopeds and scooters. In 
addition to the 2510. there is a 286 
cc. “smaller sister" called the 500. 
This does not have four-wheel 
drive, but the differential may be 
locked for added traction. The 
driver may not carry a passenger. 
It sells for NIS 17,885, not includ¬ 
ing VAT.

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O NE of the ironies of American political life 
is that the more the domestic voters dis¬ 
play their lack of interest in foreign affairs, 
the more involved their president seems to be¬ 
come in international matters. It bas become a 
dilemma Washington appears increasingly unable 
to come to grips with. 

President George Bush had a justified reputa¬ 
tion as an international statesman. He reached the 
heights of domestic poll approval for his handling 
of the collapse of the communist bloc and for the 
American war with Saddam Hussein in defense of 
Kuwait. But the public acclaim proved illusory 
when he faced Bi’i Clinton at the ballot box and 
was voted out of office. 

With his vote-catching motto “the economy, 
stupid,” Clinton emerged as a quintessential do¬ 
mestic agenda candidate. With a dynamic and 
serious grasp of America’s social and economic 
problems, allied to an apparent lack of interest in 
foreign and military issues, he was predicted to be 
a man the world outside America would hear little 
from. 

The prediction could not have been more 
wrong. From his first major appearance abroad, at 
the Group of Seven summit in Tokyo, Clinton 
demonstrated that his grasp of world economic 
issues was just as sharp as at home. From that 
point, he has won growing respect overseas for his 
handling of several international crises - Haiti, 
Iraq and the Middle East process. He was a 
driving force behind the first meeting of Pacific 
Rim nations in Seattle last year and again this 
week he dominated the APEC (Asia-Pacific Eco¬ 
nomic Cooperation) meeting in Jakarta, defying 
predictions thit the Republican mid-term land¬ 
slide at home would leave him hamstrung. 

That landslide demonstrated that the American 
public is still reluctant to let foreign policy 
achievements affect its political preferences. In an 
increasingly interdependent world this may prove 
an unaffordable luxury. It would be the greatest 
irony of all if Clinton lost the 1996 presidential 
race for the same reason as Bush - a public 
perception that he spends too much time out of the 
country. Clinton has already travelled overseas 
more than George Bush did in his first two years. 
Now he plans a day trip to Budapest in early 
December for the Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe - an echo of George 
Bush’s controversial day trip to Colombia for a 
drug summit 


A taste for travel 


When Clinton met with Japanese Prime Minis¬ 
ter Tomiichi Murayama this week, the two leaders 
were amused to find their situations reversed since 
they met last year at a G7 summit in Italy. Clinton 
joked that he now had to reassure the prune 
minister of continuity in American foreign policy, 
just as Murayama had to do for Japan after its 
government upheaval a year ago. 

Clinton has said he cannot understand why 
Americans are so sour and bitter about their 
government at a time when the administration is 
held in high esteem abroad. Most foreign leaders 
agree with him. In the Middle East, he has man¬ 
aged to win the respect of the Arabs entering the 
peace process, while retaining Israeli gratitude for 
his genuine friendship and loyalty. Uke many a 
president before him, Clinton has discovered that 
foreign affairs is simply much more fun than 
wrangling with special interest groups and hostile 
media at home. To be the leader of a democratic 
and admired superpower is a beady experience in 
foreign capitals. 

Each time there is an American election fo¬ 
cused exclusively on domestic issues, the rest of 
the world wonders if “isolationism” is in the 
cards. But it is becoming more apparent that no 
matter how much the American people look in¬ 
wards at their worries on jobs, education, crime 
and health care, they are going to elect a govern¬ 
ment that has to look increasingly outside Ameri¬ 
ca. Even while the newly-elected Republicans 
were savoring their winning grasp of what con¬ 
cerns home-town Americans, they were shaping 
up for tangles with the White House on foreign 
aid, NATO, the United Nations and Haiti. 

Such conflicts contain no great worries for the 
international community - battles between presi¬ 
dent and Congress over who runs foreign policy 
are as old as the United States itself. The partisan 
squabbles at least ensure a lively debate on the 
issues and are in fact part of the checks and 
balances that were meant to shake up the estab¬ 
lishment from time to time. 

What would be welcome - though there is uo 
simple way to achieve it - would be some indica¬ 
tion that better education and more information 
are making the voters in the great democracies 
more sophisticated about the importance of for¬ 
eign policy. Until that trend appears, it will proba¬ 
bly remain a fact of life that leaders will just have 
to grin and bear the domestic indifference to their 
triumphs in foreign conference centers.

Finally, it will discourage the mili¬ 
tary wing to know that their immedi¬ 
ate family and community will be 
held financially responsible.

THE DEATH OF 
ALMOG KLEIN 

Sir, - Who is responsible for the 
death of Staff SgL Almog Klein on 
October 29 in Dabs ha, Lebanon? The 
mass media, the minister of defense 
and army generals focused on the 
dishonor from the Hizbullah success 
in placing their flag on an outer de¬ 
fensive post. Disciplinary action is 
being taken against soldiers who did 
not act according to army expecta¬ 
tions. But Almog Klein’s death did 
not take place during the attack by the 
Hizbullah gunmen. It took place 
about 40 minutes later. 

His death occurred because he was 
heroically defending a static defen¬ 
sive position which had undergone 
five hours of bombardment. The real 
scandal was that uniformed Hizbullah 
gunmen were able to operate in day¬ 
light in South Lebanon without the 
IDF being able to anticipate their 
actions or to follow them to their 
strongholds.

No action was taken 
to find their staging grounds and to 
prevent a similar action. 

It is the policy of the Rabin govern¬ 
ment that is responsible for the death 
of Staff Sgt. Almog Klein by the 
acceptance of “casualties for peace." 
It is obvious that after Operation Ac¬ 
countability, the Israeli government 
agreed not to enter Lebanese villages 
to root out the organizational frame¬ 
work of the Hizbullah. So, our boys 
sit in their defensive positions along 
the Barak Line in Lebanon waiting 
for the next coordinated attack. Yes, 
they are allowed to shoot back, but 
they cannot rely on IDF initiative to 
seek out the enemy in their bases. The 
war of attrition is allowed to continue 
with its daily attacks. 

Frankly, I do not understand how 
generals in the high command can 
look into the eyes of their soldiers 
when they have abdicated their re¬ 
sponsibility to safeguard them.

A MERICAN Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher 
recently described Presi¬ 
dent Ginton as “young and largely 
inexperienced in foreign affairs." 
But Clinton is learning fast. 

In October, the American presi¬ 
dent demonstrated the wisdom of 
putting his trust in the information 
of his intelligence chiefs, and Sad¬ 
dam Hussein paid the price. 

Early last month, following Sad¬ 
dam’s decision to send his elite 
Republican Guard divisions to¬ 
ward the Kuwait border, Ginton 
held a fateful briefing in foe White 
House. CIA chiefs warned the 
American president that the Iraqis 
were not bluffing. They were set to 
cross the border. 

It is public knowledge that US 
troops and Patriot anti-aircraft 
missile batteries were sent to warn 
the Butcher of Baghdad “not to 
repeat the mistakes of the past." 
But Ginton reacted with far great¬ 
er resolve than hitherto suspected, 
even by his admirers. 

The president activated 18 
bomber squadrons. From these, 
four bombers - two B-ls and two 
B-52s - were selected to partici¬ 
pate in a top-secret mission. 

The planes, loaded with 250 
tons of bombs (a B-l holds 50 
tons, a B-52 80 tons) were sent on 
a 14-hour flight to the Middle 
EasL The obvious target was Iraqi 
troops massing on the Kuwaiti 
border. 

But Ginton couldn’t waste time 
consulting Congress, as a presi¬ 
dent must do when going to war. 

Saddam was told to watch a spe¬ 
cific point on the Kuwait-Iraq bor¬ 
der at a precise momenL This iso¬ 
lated. uninhabited area is used by 
Kuwaiti pilots for bombing prac¬ 
tice. 

In an awesome display of US air 
power, the American bombers 
dropped their 250-ton payload. 
While Saddam himself probably 
didn't hear the huge blast or see 
the mighty pillar of smoke and 
dust, he got the message loud and 
clear. 

Clinton may have appeared 
weak in Bosnia and Somalia, but 
he was now a man who meant 
business. He was even faster than 
his more bellicose predecessor 
George Bush. 

Hours later. Saddam ordered 
his army io retreat To save face, 
the withdrawal was spread out 
over a week or two. 

The Bully of Baghdad has gone 
so far as to say that he “recognizes 
Kuwaiti sovereignty," implying 
that he won’t attack his neighbor 
again. But, as one intelligence 
source told us: “Clinton is no suck¬ 
er. His security chiefs and he are in 
total agreement: Saddam is as 
trustworthy as a rattlesnake." 

CLINTON HAS also learnt io dis¬ 
trust Syria's Hafez Assad. 

He had a preconceived idea that 
Assad would denounce terrorism 
publicly after a personal plea from 
the US president. This was the 
purpose of Ginton's visit to Da¬ 
mascus three weeks ago - against

It 
does suggest that one can “buy” a 
Moslem's faith in economic progress 
vs. faith in Israel's destruction.

But there was no lollipop for the 
American president, and no politi¬ 
cal triumph of Middle East peace 
to help beleaguered Democratic 
candidates facing an electoral bat¬ 
tering in Congress and the Senate, 

On the plane ride out of Damas- 
cus, an enraged Ginton cursed As¬ 
sad as an impostor and a man who 
couldn’t be trusted to keep his 
word. 

The American president was re¬ 
ceiving a rapid education in the 
value of intelligence advice, and in 
how to deal with duplicitous Arab 
dictators. 

Advisers aren’t always right. 
But if a national leader cannot 
trust his advisers, who are profes¬ 
sionals, bow can he be trusted to 
make life-and-deafo decisions? 

Unfortunately, Yitzhak Rabin, 
the man who was expecting so 
much from Ginton’s trip to Da¬ 
mascus, hasn’t benefited from the 
painful lesson meted out to the US 
president in Damascus. 

When the highly respected head 
of army intelligence research, 
Brig.-Geu. Ya’acov Amidror, told 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defense Committee last week that 
it was a myth to believe Assad is a 
man of his word, Rabin humiliated 
Amidror by publicly rebutting 
him. 

Rabin, it seems, would‘rather 
cling to his unshakable “concept" 
that Assad can be trusted. His 
knee-jerk reaction, so often re¬ 
pealed by his supporters, was that 
“Syria has kept its agreement on 
the Golan after the Yom Kippur 
War for 20 years." 

The premier totally ignored as¬ 
sessments by senior American 
army men, as well as by his own 
military top brass, that Assad has 
kept this agreement only because 
Israeli cannons on the Golan are 
pointing straight at Assad’s bed¬ 
room window in Damascus. They 
can also watch the Syrian army's 
every move. 

Turkish officials accompanying 
Prime Minister Tancu Ciller in Je¬ 
rusalem last week told Rabin in 


detail how Assad has broken 18 
agreements with Turkey. But Ra¬ 
bin ignored this information, since 
it didn’t jibe with his predeter¬ 
mined “concept." 

SURELY RABIN remembers an¬ 
other “concept” which cost the 
lives of 3,000 soldiers and wound¬ 
ed 5.000 in the Yom Kippur War. 
At the time, both Golds Meir and 
minister of defense Moshe Dayan 
wallowed in the sanctity of the 
“concept" that Egypt and Syria 
would not go to war. 

Then, Maj.-Gen. Eliahu Zeira, 
head of military intelligence, say¬ 
ing what his masters wanted to 
hear, declared at a Tel Aviv press 
conference that there would be no 
war. At that very moment, the 
Egyptians were triumphantly 
sweeping across the Suez Canal, 

And. yet, over 400 secret mes¬ 
sages from intelligence sources in 
the field predicted an imminent 
attack. The CIA also stated quite 
categorically that Egypt and Syria 
were on the warpath. But then, as 
today with Yitzhak Rabin, nothing 
was more sacred than a “concept” 

Like Zeira, our present head of 
military intelligence, Maj. Uri Sa- 
guy, is also telling his master-what 
he w3JitsTd Hear^ mflatmgHie con¬ 
cept even further. 

Earlier this year, Rabin chose to 
ignore top-secret intelligence re¬ 
ports that his agreement with 
Yasser Arafat would accelerate 
Hamas and Islamic Jihad terror. 
He also rejected warnings of an 
agreement between Arafat and 
Hamas giving the latter free rein to 
unleash violence in all areas in the 
territories and Israel, excluding 
Gaza and Jericho. Other intelli¬ 
gence files warn that Arafat can 
only survive by cooperating close¬ 
ly with Hamas. 

Rabin mightn’t like to be re¬ 
minded that he, alongside Yitzhak 
Shamir and Shimon Peres, ignored 
intelligence reports that Iraq was 
budding up its Scud missile batter¬ 
ies and stockpiling biological and 
chemical weapons to attack Israel 

Nor might he care to remember 
that one of Israel’s greatest tri¬ 
umphs was Menachem Begin’s ac¬ 
ceptance of intelligence advice to 
blow up the burgeoning atomic 
bomb factory in Baghdad in 1981. 

The world stiU shudders to think 
what would have happened had 
Saddam Hussein bad atomic 
weapons at his disposal at the time 
of Operation Desert Storm at the 
beginning of 1 991. 

Surely Rabin, with his deep, 
lifelong military and intelligence 
experience, with his reputation as 
a man who has a sharp, analytical 
brain, ought to be shedding his 
beloved dutch of “concepts." 

Like his younger and less expe¬ 
rienced American counterpart, 
the premier could, perhaps, take 
tbe time to listen to his intelligence 
experts.

year-old tomb and bones. “Korea 
has had two Great Leaders,” 
KCNA recently announced, link¬ 
ing Tangun and Kim. 

Tangun’s myth would have had 
appeal to Kim II Sung, who was 
obviously behind the “discovery" 
of the tomb.

The magician who challenged death 


THE LIFE AND MANY DEATHS 
OF HARRY HOUDINI by Ruth 
Brandon. Random House. 352 pp. 
$25.

W HEN I was a child 1 de¬ 
veloped a brief but pas¬ 
sionate interest in two 
shamanic figures, Houdini and 
Rasputin. 

In my mind, they seemed two 
sides of the same coin, the Mad 
Monk a dark, primeval figure 
shambling out of the great Siberi¬ 
an wastes, Houdini the mysteri¬ 
ously cheerful prankster, cousin to 
Chaplin's malignly chirpy tramp. 

1 can date this interest from the 
Tony Curtis movie based on Hou- 
dini’s life, which was made in 
1952. That means I was seven, and 
had probably just come to a real¬ 
ization of the reality of death. And 
death, of course, minatory and in¬ 
eluctable, was at the core of the 
fascination with both Hany Hou¬ 
dini and Grigori Rasputin, not 
only for me but for many millions 
of people - including, incidental¬ 
ly. Alexandra, Empress of All the 
Rossias, who was a fan of both 
performers. 

The mage who subjects himself 
to ritual death only to rise again 
from the grave 4s a figure as old as 
humankind. 

He is the sacrificial victim we 
push ahead of us into the maw of 
approaching annihilation. Some¬ 
body, we say. has got to be able to 
defeat death on our behalf, if only 
by trickery. Rasputin had to be 
poisoned, shot in the skull and 
back, kicked in the head and then 
shoved under the ice of the frozen 
river Neva before he gave up the 
ghost; and, seeing that he could 
survive so much, who would say 
for certain he was really dead? ’ 
Houdini, too, late in his career, 
went under a frozen river but dis¬ 
covered he could save himself by 
breathing in the shallow air gap 


between the ice and the surface of 
the water. 

The Empress Alexandra, were 
she still living, would have been 
impressed. Wien she met Houdi¬ 
ni during bis tour of Russia in 
1903, she refused to believe his 
tricks were worked by sleight of 
hand and not magic. 

She was not alone in this refus¬ 
al. Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, that 
exemplary Victorian, would have 
npne of Houdini's sensible deni¬ 
als; “It is said, ‘How absurd for 
Doyle to attribute possible psychic 
powers to a man who himself de¬ 
nies them!’ Is it not perfectly evi¬ 
dent that if he did not deny them 
his occupation would have been 
gone forever? What would his 
brother magicians have to say to a 
man who admitted that half his 
tricks wen done by what they 
would regard as illicit powers? It 
would be exit Houdini." 

Dear me, how Holmes's lip 
would have curled! 

What the empress and the writ¬ 
er were expressing was the need 
that millions felt, and will always 
feel, for evidence that there is 
something beyond this world with 
its pains and paltry effects, some 
occult region where dwell the 
peaceful dead, and where certain 
charmed beings may go to learn 
the arcana of the departed and 
return with something of their 
power. 

As Ruth Brandon has it in her 
splendid and immensely intelli¬ 
gent biography. The Life and 
Many Deaths of Harry Houdini, 
shamans derive from the extrem¬ 
ity of their experience a knowl¬ 
edge denied to most other people. 


HOUDINI. it must be said, was a 


most unlikely figure to fill the role 
of shaman. 

He was born Erich Weiss in 
1874, probably in Budapest, 
though he claimed his place of 
birth was Appleton, Wisconsin, to 
which unlikely spot the family had 
moved to escape the rabid and 
highly dangerous antisemitism of 
Hungary. He was one of five boys, 
the son of Samuel Weiss, a self- 
styled rabbi, and the formidable 
Cecilia Steiner, the woman who 
was probably the one real love of 
Houdini's life. 

Brandon is a shrewd and inci¬ 
sive biographer (probably a better 
one than Houdini merits), and the 
early chapters of her book are 
superb. 

She points out the “parallel be¬ 
tween the unpredictable and [to 
the audience] mysterious world of 
magic and that of the poor immi¬ 
grant, set down in a strange coun¬ 
try,” Where the immigrant came 
from he understood how things 
worked, even if they usually 
worked against him; in the new 
world there is "a more or less total 
disprientation: a state in which the 
immigrant is at the mercy of every 
shark or petty official who chooses 
to impose upon him. Luck is the 
only logic." 

The Weiss family, living a hand- 
to-mouth existence, moved to 
Milwaukee, where, when Houdini 
was 12, his father died, having first 
made young Erich promise to take 
care of his mother for as long as 
she lived. The deathbed injunc¬ 
tion would be carried out with an 
enthusiasm, and a success, that 
would have astonished the father. 

The other woman (I choose the 
term deliberately) in Houdini's 
life was his wife. Bess, whom he 


met when he was 20 and she was 
16. 

Here is Houdini’s account of the 
wooing: “One day I was hired to 
give an exhibition at a children's 
party in Brooklyn. At the close a 
little girl, about 16, said to me 
very bashfully, 'I think you are 
awfully clever,* and then, with a 
blush, i like you.’ ‘How much do 
you like me?’ I said, ‘Enough to 
marry me?' We had never seen 
each other before. She nodded. 
And so, after talking the matter 
over, we were married." 

Theirs was an extremely odd 
marriage (Brandon speculates 
that it was unconsummated). 

At the very start Houdini hoist¬ 
ed Bess onto a pedestal from 
which she was not allowed to step 
down until Houdini's death 32 
years later. For all the oddity, 
however, they were devoted to 
each other, and Houdini, who 
found it hard to conceive of the 
reality of anyone's existence other 
than his own, does seem genuinely 
to have loved his wife. 


HOUDINI BEGAN his stage ca¬ 
reer in medicine shows and vaude¬ 
ville. at the start in partnership 
with Bess. He worked later, and 
more naturally, as a soloist. His 
first specialty was escaping from 
handcuffs, a trick for which audi¬ 
ences had a surprising appetite. 

Later he developed more and 
more elaborate escape tricks. The 
world was mesmerized. Soon he 
was traveling ail over America and 
Europe, earning thousands of dol¬ 
lars a week. His energy was 
boundless, his will seemingly un¬ 
breakable. He was a man 
obsessed. 

His main obsession was death. 


As Brandon puts it. “What Hou¬ 
dini was pursuing was proof of his 
own immortality." 

Again and again he put himself 
in mortal peril, whether strapped 
into straitjackeLs and thrown inlo 
frozen rivers 0 “ locked in a coffin 
and submerged in a tank of water. 
More than once he came close to 
perishing. 

"Not that he did not fear death. 
The opposite was true. He was so 
haunted by it. the consciousness of 
it filled his thoughts so entirely, 
that his life was tolerable only if he 
could assure himself, time after 
time, that he could defeat it." 

In the end, however, exhausted 
perhaps by the lifelong struggle to 
escape what in his heart he most 
desired, he embraced death, con¬ 
tinuing his stage performance for 
days while suffering from a rup¬ 
tured appendix. He died of perito¬ 
nitis in 1926 at the age of 52. 

Bess, bereft and helpless with¬ 
out him. sought for years to sum¬ 
mon up his spirit, with the help of 
numerous and mostly fraudulent 
mediums. Th j grave, however, re¬ 
mained silent-. 

As I read Brandon's account of 
this singular life. I kept /having 
sense of almost.-recognition. What - 
was it that was missing from Hou- ; 
dini's life and work? At last it* 
came to me: art. 

He had all the characteristics of 
an artist of genius - obsession, 
perfectionism, fierce will power, a 
highly developed self-conscious¬ 
ness. patience, attention to detail, 
a longing for immortality - yet his 
mind and deeds were irredeem¬ 
ably banal. But then, banality of 
spirit is the chief characteristic of 
the shaman.

Restorers bring ‘most beautiful woman’ back to life 


T HEN, she was cherished 
across Egypt for her beauty 
and heT brains. Now, the 
queen known to history as Nefer- 
tari is reaching across more than 
3,000 years to raise some provoca¬ 
tive questions about the future. 

What in the world among the 
myriad relics of yesterday is worth 
conserving for coming genera¬ 
tions? That building? This feath¬ 
er? And, because it's impossible 
to save everything, what should 
time and age be allowed to have 
their way with? 

The ancient queen is a jewel, 
worth keeping, because she illus¬ 
trates these questions and their 
challenges. 

Nefertari, literally “the most 
beautiful," was the first wife and 
favorite consort of Ramses II, who 
reigned from 1290 to 1224 BCE. 

She lived about 45 years, circa 
1300 to 1255 BCE. He prized her 
companionship and counsel, be¬ 
stowed her with titles such as 
“mother and wife of god in life," 
and built her a spectacular tomb

(before marrying their eldest 
daughter). 

To speed his beloved's journey 
to eternity. Ramses stocked the 
tomb with jewels, amulets and fu¬ 
nerary statuettes of black-painted 
sycamore; they were supposed to 
spring to life to serve Nefertari in 
the afterlife. Tomb Stockers also 
thoughtfully left a queenly pair of 
corded sandals - and the era's best 
wall paintings. 

Grave robbers looted the 
queen's burial chamber, her trea¬ 
sures and the mummy itself. But 
in 1904, Nefertari's resting place 
in the Valley of the Queens near 
Luxor was discovered for science 
by an Italian diplomat and a more- 
than-amateur archeologist named 
Ernesto Schiaparelli. 

Now, after new scholarship and 
six years of painstaking restora¬ 
tion, Nefertari and her burial 
chamber are subjects of a piuneei 


exhibition that opened in Rome 
last month, blending artifacts with 
the theme of conservation and the 
high-tech wonderland of virtual 
reality. 

The Louvre, the British Muse¬ 
um and the Egyptian Museum in 
Schiaparelli's native Turin have all 
contributed to the show. 


IN DEATH. Nefertari. who lived 
one century and one dynasty later 
than the equally famous Nefertiti, 
reveals volumes about her life and 


times. 

The paintings are underscored 
with hieroglyphics- One depicts 
Nefertari's ritual acceptance by 
the gods of the afterlife, with one 
of them greeting her: “When you 
came to me, I gave you a place in 
the holy ground. May you appear 
in the sky like your father. Ra." 

There is a more down-to-earth 
message in the exhibition, though. 


“This is the first time an exhibi¬ 
tion has brought conservation into 
the life of an exhibition. We want 
to raise people's consciousness 
about conservation as an exten¬ 
sion of art," said Mahasti Afchar, 
who assembled the show for the 
Getty Conservation Institute. 

Getty, based in Malibu, Califor¬ 
nia, paid several million dollars 
for the restorations in Egypt by 
Italian experts as part of a world¬ 
wide program to find new ways of 
diagnosis and treatment that im¬ 
prove art conservation. 

The Nefertari burial chamber is 
perhaps the most important of all 
the royal tombs in Egypt, said Mi¬ 
guel Angel Corzo. director of the 
Getty Institute. Its wall paintings, 
rich in color and symbolism, tell 
the ancient Egyptian story of the 
passage of a soul to eternity. 

Merely opening the tomb upset 
a delicate atmospheric balance. 


Over time, the humidity intro¬ 
duced by visitorsleaches salt from 
the limestone and damages paint¬ 
ed plaster walls. 

Photographic studies of Nefer¬ 
tari's tomb show dramatic and 
accelerating deterioration of the 
an. Italian specialists did an emer¬ 
gency intervention and then un¬ 
dertook systematic conservation 
of the tomb. 

The result is a work of art that 
is once again strikingly bold and 
fresh-looking. But the restorers 
added not a drop of paint. 

Nefertari’s legacy might have 
been lost entirely without restora¬ 
tion. But in presenting the results 
of its rescue, the exhibit also un¬ 
derlines a modem dilemma: can- 
do technology vs. tight resources.

Growth expected to abate in fourth quarter 


Tadiran’s net profits rise 


THE Gross Domestic Product 
jumped 8.1 percent in the third 
quarter of the year, following a 
6.8% drop in the previous quarter, 
the Central Bureau of Statistics 
reported yesterday. 

The GDP measures the total 
value of goods produced and ser¬ 
vices provided by the economy. 

The business product, which 
measures private sector activity, 
shot up 15.8% after falling 10.4% 
in the second quarter, reflecting 
increased construction and indus¬ 
trial activity after the easing of the 
closure of the territories. 

Should economic activity re¬ 
main unchanged in the fourth 
quarter, the GDP will grow higher 
than the bureau’s estimate of 7% 
this year. 

But based on third quarter fig¬ 
ures, the bureau’s predictions as¬ 
sume that economic activity will 
slow down somewhat in the last 
quarter of the year. 

During the first nine months of 
the year the GDP expanded 75% 
compared with the same period 
last year. 

Private consumption moderated 
somewhat in the third quarter, 
falling 25%, after surging 21.7% 
in the first quarter and an addi-

tioual 9.7% in the second quarter. 

Despite the reduction, private 
consumption in the past nine 
months rose 105% compared with 
the same period in 1993. 

Per capita private consumption 
fell 4.6% in the third quarter, 
while it increased 7.9% during the 
first three quarters of the year. 
During that period, consumption 
of non-durables rose 75%. 

Spending on food, drink, and 
tobacco increased 6%, while 
clothing, shoe wear, and personal 
accessory expenditures shot up 
23% per capita. 

Israeli tourists spent 15% more 
abroad and an additional 6% for 
health, education, entertainment, 
and household help. 

Purchases of durable goods 
jumped 12% per capita in the first 
three quarters. Spending on cars 
rose 9%, while electric appliance 
purchases shot op 13% per capita. 

Fixed capital formation, includ¬ 
ing housing, equipment, and vehi¬ 
cles, increased 6% in the third 
quarter and were 12% higher in 
the first three quarters of the year 
compared with the same period 
last year. 


Investment in boosing shot up 
78.2% after falling 21.9% in the 
second quarter and 17.4% in the 
first In the first three quarters, 
housing investment rose 0.7% 
over the same period last year. 

By contrast, investment on ma¬ 
chinery, equipment vehicles, and 
non-residential construction fell 
10% after rising 15.9% in the pre¬ 
vious quarter and 39.3% in the 
first quarter. 

Exports plunged 25.6% in the 
third quartet following increases 
of 121% in the second quarter 
and 30.2% iq the first quarter. 

According to economists, the 
drop is partially explained by the 
sharp drop in tourism as a conse¬ 
quence of the Hebron massacre. 

There is usually a three-month 
time-lag until an event translates 
into a drop in tourism, since visi¬ 
tors tend not to cancel tickets they 
already hold. 

* Imports, which rose meteorical- 
ly during the first half of the year, 
fell 16.8% in the thrid quarter. 
Imports increased 33.2% in the 
first quarter and rose an additional 
205% in the second quarter. 

In the first nine months, imports 
jumped 13% compared with the 
same period in 1993. 


TAD IRAN completed the third 
quarter with a 1195 percent rise in 
net profits to $145 million from 
S6.6m. daring the same period last 
year.

Shalom: Ban banks from 
giving advice on stocks 


Panel approves capital gains tax

BANKS should be barred from 
giving investment advice about 
stocks, because this would be a 
severe conflict of interest, the 
head of the Knesset subcommittee 
preparing a law to regulate invest¬ 
ment counseling recommended 
yesterday. 

Because of the importance of 
the iswe, the capjtaTr- 

markets"*subcommittee will leave” 
the decision toffoe full Finance 
Committee, subcommittee chair¬ 
man Silvan Shalom (Likud) said. 

Shalom, whose committee is 
now merging three bills to regulate 
investment consulting, said that 
because the banks had significant 
holdings in many bourse compa¬ 
nies, it would constitute a “severe 
conflict of interest” for them to 
give advice in this field. 

It would also, he said, violate 
the recommendations of the 1986 


Bejski Commission. 

However, Shalom said, he saw 
no problem with banks giving ad¬ 
vice in other fields of investment, 
such as savings plans or provident 
fluids. 

Avi Ben-Bassat, head of the 
Bank of Israel’s research division, 
took an even stronger line. Banks, 
be . said, -should not be involved in 
any "‘aspect of "investment consult¬ 
ing — even savings- plans or provi¬ 
dent funds. 

In contrast. Securities Authority 
head Aiye Mmkevitch said he saw 
no reason to bar the banks from 
any aspect of investment counsel¬ 
ing, since the banks are the domi¬ 
nant factor on the country’s capital 
market 

However, he said, he would be 
willing to consider Ben-Bassat’s 
idea of forcing the banks to do 
their consulting via subsidiaries.

ISRAELI companies supplying 
056 services overseas should not 
be required to collect their fees via 
credit card, the High Court of Jus¬ 
tice ruled yesterday; they should 
be allowed to collect via the phone 
companies like all such firms in 
other countries do.

The ministry argued that the 
current system might damage Be¬ 
zels revenues, hint overseas con¬ 
sumers and riamggft Israel's image 
abroad.

THE Consumer Price Index’s 
higher-than-expected rise turned 
the market sour after a day of 
rises. 

Hie Two-Sided Index declined 
12 percent, the Maof 2.1%, and 
the Karam 1.6%. 

Turnover, at NIS 127.6 mm;,™ 
was lower than it has been in the 
last few days. 

The market had lined itself up 
for a 0.9% rise in the October 
CPI, so it mostly has itself (that is 
the traders and money managers) 
to blame for unreasonable 
expectations.

There is a general feeling that 
the tomatoes are a side issue.

A DREAM goal in the 52nd min¬ 
ute by Ronnie Rosenthal sealed a 
2-0 away victory for the national 
soccer team over Azerbaijan last 
night in their Group 1 European 
Nations Championship qualifier 
played in Trabzon, Turkey.

MKs cross party lines 

to pass preliminary 
anti-poverty bills 


THE government was left with 
egg on its face yesterday after co¬ 
alition MKs joined forces with the 
opposition to approve in prelimi¬ 
nary reading three opposition bills 
aimed at alleviating poverty. 

A fourth bill on the same sub¬ 
ject, initiated by Labor faction 
chairman Eli Dayan, received the 
reluctant support of Finance Min¬ 
ister Avraham Shohat, and was 
approved in preliminary reading 
without opposition. 

The bills dealt with financial 
benefits in the areas of education 
and culture, transportation, hous¬ 
ing and taxation for the poor, and 
particularly for families with more 
than four children. 

Dayan's bill was the subject of a 
political crisis on Monday, when 
Shas joined the opposition in a no- 
confidence vote after Shohat and 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin re¬ 
jected its demand for a promise to 
support the bill in yesterday’s vote. 

However, yesterday morning, 
during a special meeting of the 
coalition executive. Shohat agreed

bor lacked the majority to defeat 
it. Shas. the Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality and the Dem¬ 
ocratic Arab Party had all de¬ 
clared they would join the opposi¬ 
tion to support the legislation.

Finance committee defers vote 
on Clalit recovery plan 


THE Knesset Finance Commit¬ 
tee yesterday deferred a vote on 
the Kupat Holim Clalit recovery 
plan, saying it needed more in¬ 
formation about the govern¬ 
ment's plans for the future of the 
health system before it could de¬ 
cide on the wisdom of transfer¬ 
ring Clalit's hospitals to the 
government. 

Committee chairman Gedaiya 
Gal (Labor) said he plans to sum¬ 
mon Health Minister Ephraim 
Sneh for a meeting on the subject 
next week. The final vote should 
also be held sometime next 
week. Gal said. 

According to the recovery 
plan, the government will receive 
the health fund's hospital build¬ 
ings and equipment in exchange 
for the NIS 3 billion it is giving 
the fund over the next few years. 
Clalit will continue to manage 
the hospitals, but it will pay rent 
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for the buildings and equipment. 

Opinions on the committee 
range from those of Dan Tichon 
(Likud), who says there is no 
choice but for the government to 
also operate the hospitals, to 
those who oppose any govern¬ 
ment involvement. 

Gal said he bad originally 
thought the hospitals should be 
transferred to the government. 
However, he said, several ex¬ 
perts have since warned him that 
this would create a monopoly for 
the government hospitals', en¬ 
abling them to jack up fees. 

They could also increase their 
revenues by keeping people in 
for a longer time, said Haim 
Kaufman (Likud). 

Michael Eitan (Likud) blasted 
the plan as being “anti 
privatization." 


“Instead of selling assets, [the 
Treasury] is spending money to 
acquire additional government 
property," he said. 

The Treasury’s position. Gal 
said, is pass the recovery pro¬ 
gram now and decide what to do 
with the hospital system later. 

“But the question is whether 
that shouldn’t be decided now,” 
he said. 

Another question worth con¬ 
sidering, Gal said, is whether it 
would be better for the bealth 
system to have several health 
funds of roughly equal size - in¬ 
stead of one giant like Clalit in¬ 
suring 70% of the population - 
and whether this would be possi¬ 
ble to achieve. 

Meanwhile, Clalit's superviso¬ 
ry council, the body that chooses 
Clalit's board and senior manag¬ 
ers, yesterday approved the re¬ 
covery plan for the health fund. 


Court: Discount to Clalit ‘appears to be illegal’ 


THE government's decision to 
give discounts at state-owned hos¬ 
pitals to Kupat Holim, but not to 
other health funds, appears to be 
illegal. Deputy Supreme Court 
President Aharon Barak said 
yesterday. 

However, be nevertheless sug¬ 
gested a compromise whereby the 
other funds would give up their 
claim to the discount for 1993 and 
1994, and receive it only in 1995. 

Both the funds and the state 
expressed willingness to negotiate 
some such compromise; the court 
will therefore postpone further 
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hearings on the case to see wheth¬ 
er the negotiations bear fruit. 

The High Court of Justice was 
hearing a petition by the Maccabi 
and Meuhedet health funds 
against the 4% discount given to 
Kupat Holim as part of the 1993 
recovery program. 

Maccabi and Meuhedet argued 
that the discount discriminates 
against them. It also increases 
their costs, they claimed, because 
the hospitals must make up the 
shortfall in income by charging ev- 
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eryone higher fees. 

In response, the government ar¬ 
gued that Kupat Holim is different 
from the other funds in two ways: 
it is several times bigger, and it is 
on the verge of financial collapse. 
Both of these justified the dis¬ 
count, the state said. 

It also denied that the other 
funds were paying any more as a 
result. 

However, Justices Barak, Yitz¬ 
hak Zamir and Eliezer Goldberg 
appeared to have difficulty with 
. the state's arguments. 

“This appears to be an illegal 
involvement of the government in 
the economy," said Barak. 

While no one argues that the 
state has the right to help Kupat 
Holim, be said, it should be done 
by direct aid. By lowering, prices 
to one fund, he explained, the 
state creates a competitive disad¬ 
vantage for the other funds, and 
therefore distorts the economy. 

However, the justices appeared 
to give weight to government at¬ 
torney Uzi Fogelman's statement 
that to retroactively give Maccabi 
and Meuhedet the discount for 
1993 and 1994, when it has not 
been budgeted for, would be a 
problem - and one of the petition¬ 
ers' own making, since they filed 
the petition a year after the three- 
year recovery program was ap¬ 
proved. The justices therefore 
suggested the compromise. 
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posed legislation because there 
was no means criteria. AU families 
with more than four children, 
whether rich or poor, are eligible 
for the benefits, he stressed. 

The proposals contained in the 
four bills include the following 
provisions: 

• free education for all three- 
and four-year-olds in large 
families. 

• discounts of 30-70 percent for 
public transportation 

• discounts in educational fees 
throughout primary, secondary 
and post-secondary school. 

• discounts in entry fees to cul¬ 
tural facilities 

• income and property tax dis¬ 
counts for the poor and for all 
large families.

Indians’ visit shows warming of ties 


ISRAEL'S ties with India are “the warmest 
with any Asian country since the heyday of 
relations with Burma [in the 1960s]." a senior 
Israeli official said at the dose of a five-day 
visit by the highest-ranking Indian delegation 
to arrive here to date. 

Shri Shivraj Patil. Speaker of the Lok 
Sabha, India's lower house of parliament, who 
headed the delegation, is due to return home 
today after having met President Ezer Weiz- 
man. Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres and Knesset Speaker 
Shevah Weiss. 

“The climate between the two peoples is 
very condudve for cooperation... India and 
Israel are on the same wavelength," Patil 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. He said 
that he, and members of the delegation, had 
felt the affection and goodwill shown them by 
their Israeli hosts and that this was a mutual 
feeling. 

Pad! is a former defense minister and also 
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served as minister for science, technology and 
atomic energy. The delegation induded Vidra 
Cbaran Shukia, minister for parliamentary af¬ 
fairs and water resources, four MPs and sever¬ 
al officials. 

In talks with Rabin, the prime minister re¬ 
viewed developments in the peace process and 
touched on the problems of terrorism, Patil 
said, noting that the two countries saw eye-to- 
eye on the need to contain terrorism world¬ 
wide. Asked about reports of Israeli arms deals 
with India and defense cooperation, Patil 
would merely say: “We know Israel is a strong 
country from the point of view of defense." He 
refused to elaborate. 

The two countries are believed to share a 
common concern about the possible future nu¬ 
clearization of their respective areas of the 
world and the threat nuclear arms could pose 
in the hands of f undam entalists.

Gov’t passes NIS 5.6b. supplementary budget 


THE government easily turned 
back all opposition alternative 
proposals to the NIS 5.59 billion 
supplementary budget and ap¬ 
proved the law in final reading by 
a vote of 45 to 35. 

In a speech before the vote. Fi¬ 
nance Minister Avraham Shohat 
said that during the government's 
two years in office, unemployment 
had fallen from 11.4% to 8% and 
was expected to fall to 7.3% per¬ 
cent in the final quarter of 1994. 
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Shohat added that productivity 
would increase by 7.5% percent 
this year and that investments in 
machinery and equipment bad ris¬ 
en by 17%. 

He also addressed criticism that 
overly generous wage increments 
in tbe public sector had caused 
inflation and threatened to raise 
wages in the private sector. Ac¬ 
cording to Shohat, the increments 


had been given in professions that 
do not exist in the private sector 
and there are no signs so far of 
high wage demands in that sector. 

Shohat said the supplementary 
budget covered part of the wage 
increases given out this year, and 
more money for industrial invest¬ 
ment and road construction. 

Shohat added that the extra ex¬ 
penditures would oot increase'the 


budget deficit because govern¬ 
ment income had risen as a result 
of extra revenues generated by un¬ 
expected economic activity. 

The supplemental 1994 budget- 
win also help rescue Kupat Holim
